DEAF MAN 
IN THE 



RECEIVES 
EPISCOPAL 



On Wednesday morning, June 
12th, 1912, another deaf man re- 
ceived holy orders in the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, thus making, 
fourteen ordained to date in that 
chinch. The service took plane lo 
the Cathedral |of Christ Church, 
New Orleans, Louisiana, before a 
large congregation of deaf and hear- 
ing people. The candidate, Mr. 
Hobart Lorraine Tracy, Gallaudet 
College, class of 1890, a teacher iu 
the Louisiana School for the Deaf 
at Baton Rouge, La., is the third 
candidate presented by the Rev O. 
J. Whildin, Missionary to the Deaf 
of the South, the other two being 
the Rev. George F. Flick of All 
Angels' Mission, Chicago, and the 
Rev. Herbert C. Men ill assistant at 
St. Barnabas Mission, Washington, 
D. C. 

At this servioe the Bishop of 
Louisiana, the Rt. Rev. Davis See- 
sums, D D., who ordained Mr. 
Tracy, paid a high and well deserv- 
ed tribute to the sign-language by 
insisting that it be used throughout 
the service. It is usual for the 
candidate during the course of his 
public examinat ion to respond orally 
to the questious of the Bishop, and, 
although Bishop Seasums knew, 
and so stated, that Mr. Tracy could 
speak well and fluently, he insisted 
that the sign-language fully met all 
the requirements of the purpose. 
Furthermore, with that keen in- 
sight, and fairness so often shown 
by educated and cultured am' 
interested men and women, the good 
Bishop insisted that the sign-lan- 
guage was absolutely necessary in 
religious worship and in public ad- 
drees and that there could be found 
no substitute for it, either in the 
form of speech, reading, spelling, 
or writing. This position in regard 
to the use of the sign-langiu, 
being maintained generally by the 
Bishops ami clergy of the' Episcopal 
Church, and no stionger evidence of 
it could be shown than their eager- 
ness to see a rapid and constant in- 
crease in the number of deaf-mute 
clergymen and deaf-mute congrega- 
tions. Rev. Mr. Tracy Is the four- 
teenth deaf-mute to be ordained in 
the Fpisoopal Church since" the 
memorable ordination sermon of the 
Episcopal Bishop Stevens, Philadel- 
phia, in 1876. In this sermon, the 
occasion of which was the ordina- 
tion of first deaf-mute in the world, 
the Rev Henry Winter Syle, Bishop 
Stevens eloquently and convincingly 
upheld the light of the sign -lan- 
guage to live and to grow in strength 
and beauty and to be used by the 
deaf upon all occasions and in all 
places where a congregation or audi- 
ence of deaf-mutes was assembled. 

The Rev. H. Lorraine Traoy will 
continue his work as a teacher at 
Baton Regno and as a minister at 
St. Paul's Mission, New Orleans, 
until his elevation to the PtieSthood 
After that event, which Is not far 
otr, he assumes charge ef the Golf 
Coast Dioceses, thus relieving the 
Rev. Mr. Whildin of a large extern 
of territory in the far south. 

There are four more deaf-mute 
candidates iu the Episcopal Church 
studying diligently for orders. 
These will be announoed in due 
time. W.

Thb last number of the Journal 
essayed to be a complete record of 
the Commencement features at the 
New Vork Institution. But one of 
the surprises that sometimes defeats 
calculation resulted in the omission 
of the most important feature of the 
occasion. 

The little tots had danced and 
talked and enacted fairy stories, the 
older ones shown grade after grade 
the processes of intellectual and 
physical, development, and the va- 
ledictorian had delivered his es- 
say and said farewell, when Presi- 
dent Stoddard of the Board of Direc- 
tors, accompanied by the treasurer 
of the Board, Mr. William M. V. 
Hoffman, stepped forward to the 
centre of the platform and invited 
Principal Currier to the front. Mr.

At the last 
meeting of the Board of Directors, a 
committee was appointed to prepare 
a set of resolutions, as a testimonial 
to a man who stands at the head of 
the profession of educating the deaf; 
a man who is beloved by every teach- 
er, pupil, and employee in the Insti- 
tution; a man whose ability of or- 
ganization and success of manage- 
ment is second to none. This man 
is you, Enoch | Henry Currier, and 
I present to you, sir, in behalf of the 
Directors of [the New York Institu- 
tion for the Instruction of the Deaf 
and Dumb, these resolutions, illu- 
minated and engrossed on everlast- 
ing parchment, and trust that you 
will be with as tor many years to 
come. ' ' 

President Stoddard read the re- 
solutions and then tendered them to 
Principal Currier. The resolutions, 
which are framed and are a splendid 
example of the art of illuminating 
and engraving upon parchment,

The New York Institution flag 
drooped at half-mast, on the last 
three days of the past week, in hon- 
or of a member of tbe Board of Di- 
'ore who had passed away. 
General Michael Kerwin, who be* 
came a Director od the 18th day of 
May, 1897, died in the early hoars 
of morning on Wednesday, June 
20th. Death was caused by arterio 
sclerosis. 

General Kerwin's tall, military 
figure was well-known by the deaf- 
mute pupils of tbe Institution dur- 
ing the past fifteen years. He in- 
variably appeared at the various 
public exercises during the school 
year, and took a keen interest in 
the military drill of the battalion of 
cadets. Grave and quietly reserved 
in manner, be had a big heart and a 
kindly nature that went out to 
young and old alike. His gen- 
erosity kept him comparatively a 
poor man, and his benefactions 
were given without any ostenta- 
tion whatever — be gave with the 
spirit that enjoins ns to let not thy 
right hand know what thy left hand 
doetfc. 

Gen. Kerwin was born in County 
Wexford, Ireland, on August 15th, 
1837, and came to this country with 
his parents when ten years old. 
They settled in Philadelphia, and
